The trousers Stoltzman wore the 
ui?, ht of the murder were missing 
and he said they had been stolen. 
Footprints of rubber boots 
that 
correspond with 
his were found 
leading through a field from the 
Morrison store to the Stoltzman 
home. 
They led past a corn shock 
in the field, and in this shock was

hat 
which was 
from the Stoltzman home. 
Under

Stoltzman barn was 
found 
Morrison’s money sack containing 
one-half the stolen money. 
Hundreds of women made much

prisoner.

proceeded on the theory that there 
was a conspiracy to shift suspicion 
on Stoltzman.

awarded.

President Burt, of the ITuioo Pa­ 
cific railroad, met representatives 
o 
the striking shopmen of tliat 
system Friday in Omaha to con- 
tinue the conference begun in New 
ork three weeks ago. 
The meet- 
ing resulted 
lu the latter^s repre­ 
sentatives leaving without liaxing 
reached a settlement, and they de­ 
clare the strike will now be con­ 
tinued indefinitely, and will be ex­ 
tended over the Southern Pacific 
system. 
President McNeil, of the Nation­ 
al 
Association of Boilermakers, 
was spokesman for the strikers, and 
told President Burt that a thorough 
canvass of the strikers had been 
made, with the result that they 
u nanim ou sly agreed that they could 
' 
not accept the piecework system. 
President Burt replied that the 
men could return to work under no 
other condition and expressed him­ 
self as sorry the men would not 
give the system a trial. 
The con­ 
ference lasted fifteen minutes. 
The labor leaders returned to La­ 
bor temple, and stated that a mass 
meeting would be called at once 
and steps taken by the strikers to 
extend the strike to all parts of the 
H arrim an system. 
A t Union Pacific headquarters 
the following official statement was 
made Friday afternoon concerning 
the strike situation : 
“ Piecework has been a success­ 
ful system in the shops of our com­ 
pany for six months past, and the 
committee representing the strikers 
was told that no change in the sys­ 
tem could be made at this time. 
About 8 5 per cent of the work 
done 
in the Omaha shops is by 
piecework; loo per cent of it at 
Arm strong and from 9 0 to 100 per

various attacks of that malady when 
it came upon him in a form more 
or l»»s8 acute. 
The first record of such an illness 
of Admiral (then captain) Samp­ 
son was in April, 1897, 
when he 
was incapacitated for some time, 
and a patient at the naval dispen­ 
sary in Philadelphia. 
In January, 
1898, while he was in command of 
the 
battleship 
Iowa, 
Captain 
Sampson was again incapacitated 
by the same malady. 
The dictionary terra for aphasia 
is a loss of the power of speech, or 
of the appropriate words, the vocal 
organs remaining intact, and the 
intelligence being preserved. 
It is 
dependent upon injury or disease 
of the brain.

The jury took the very sensible 
view that a newspaper is a natural 
outgrowth of modern 
conditions 
and is simply a reflection of the 
life of the community that supports 
it, neither better nor worse than 
the community, and that, although 
the W orld 
was 
technically 
and 
legally guilty of libel, it should not 
be held financially responsible and 
be made to suffer for a slight error, 
made without malice in the honest 
effort to give the news that 
the 
public demands.. A s a matter of 
fact a newspaper should not be 
held liable for any error not caused 
by malice. 
In the libel laws of 
many of the states 
a man 
who 
wants damages from a newspaper 
must prove that the statement to 
which he objects was made with 
malicious intent to injure and if no 
such malice can be shown there is 
no libel. 


I f a member of the Missouri 
legislature happens to represent a 
county or a senatorial district in 
whose limits is a state institution 
he is told by other representatives 
that if his vote on matters of gen­ 
eral legislation do not please them 
they will cut down the appropria­ 
tions he seeks for such institution.

In 
otl.ers he represents the state of 
Missouri. 
The members 
of the 
house and senate from Southeast 
Missouri and Northwest Missouri 
are as truly the representatives of 
every 
educational 
and eleemosy­ 
nary institution of the state as are 
those who live in the counties in 
which 
those institutions are sit­ 
uated. 
A n y other position is to 
assume that 
Missouri 
has estab 
lished asylums and schools merely 
that they might be exploited for 
the benefit of some locality. 


S o m e surprise 
was occasioned 
recently by the news that an in­ 
spector of the United States bureau 
of animal industry had been ar­ 
rested and fined by a local court in 
Massachusetts on 
the charge of 
cruelly in killing cattle under con­ 
demnation as being infected with 
the foot-and-mouth di ease. 
The 
inspector, 
as 
it 
appeared, 
says 
Bradstreet’s, refused 
to pay the 
fine imposed by the court and was 
confined in 
jail 
in 
consequence. 
The imprisonment of an authorized 
representative of the agricultural 
department 
under 
circumstances 
which made it his 
duty to 
kill 
cattle naturally led to the inter­ 
vention of the department, and the 
unusual spectacle was presented of 
representatives of the law depart­ 
ments of the 
national 
and state 
governments, respectively, appear­ 
ing, the one to oppose and 
the 
other to support the imprisonment 
of a national ofiicial by the order 
of a state tribunal. 
The issue was 
not long in doubt. 
Justice Brown, 
sitting in the United Scates circuit 
court at Boston, discharged the in­ 
spector from custody, holding that 
the act of congress appropriating 
money for the extermination of the 
foot-and-mouth 
disease embodied 
authority for the extinction of in­ 
fected cattle; that the killing was 
done by the inspector under proper 
instructions us a federal officer, and 
that the state court had no juris­ 
diction in the case. 
It seems odd 
that this ruling was required to be 
made by a court, but things some­ 
times happen that way.

$40,000 a week. 
There was no explanation, no 
warning, scarcely a rumor of the 
impending calamity.

for the day. 
“ Y o u arc not wanted any more. 
The works arc closed indefinitely.”

buildings, which cover four blocks. 
Some of them 
had 
been there 
twenty years. 
Some had sons and 
grandsons there, and all had looked 
upon the prosperity of the sugar 
trust and the country as sure proof 
that there need be no worry as to 
their means of livelihood.

Lnc.eQ H indnian, better know n 
as the ‘‘H oney Grove K id,” who 
killed Oscar S trand, a locomotive 
CDgineer, at Hotel H uckins in tl is 
city more than three years ago, b it 
who was acquitted on the grour d 
of self-deieose, is now in jail at 
.H o t Springs, A rk., charged wiih 
being a member of the gang of 
foot-racing swindlers who realized 
som ething like $3 50,000 thefe ti e 
past year by their crooked methods. 
T h e St. Louis Republic thus de- 
scribes the “ g a n g : ” 
T h e M illionaires’ 
club, as the 
crow d arrested at 
H o t 
Springs 
called itself, was composed of three 
men. George R yan, the “ H oney 
G rove K id,” and a man 
from 
Souiiiern 
Illinois 
nam ed 
Boat- 
right. 


R ya n was the man that did the 
runaing. 
The 
“ K id” 
was 
the 
m an that did the talking. 
Boat- 
right was the man that produced 
the n?oney to bet against that of 
the “ sucker,” and who eventually 
got most of it. 
Txie pian was the old one of 
“ tuis is ail fixed up and you are in, 
so tnat you cannot lose.” 
One of 
the gang would select a “ m a rk .” 
A.£ cei ‘ staking iiim out ’ and g e t­ 
ting well acquainted w ith him he 
wonid show him a letter, purport­ 
ing 
to 
be 
from a friend. 
This 
friend would fill the letter with 
comf^.aints. 
H e 
was 
a 
sprinter 
who 
had won 
a 
great 
deal of 
m oney for a club made up of m il­ 
lionaires, 
B ut 
they had 
treated 
him shabbily, given him by a scant 
share of the w innings, and in every 
way did him injury. 
H e was tired 
of It. and in his next race was go­ 
ing to “ double-cross” and throw 
them dow n. 
Could the recipient 
of the letter get any m o ney to bet 
o n the other m a n } H e was certain 
to w in, as the w riter of the letter 
w as going to lie dow n 
fo r pure 
spite if nothing else. 
T h e letter 
was 
show n to 
the 
' ‘m a r k ” 
and, of course, he 
bit. 
G ood business 
men 
seldom feel 
th a t they can afford such a chance 
to m ake a little sure profit. 
T he 
principal “ m a rk ” picked up was a 
m an nam ed Law ler, from Posey 
county, 
Indiana. 
L aw ler 
was a 
country 
m erchant, 
w orth 
some 
$100,000. 
T he H oney Grove K id 
put him next to the good thing. 
H e 
w ent 
to 
Colorado 
Springs, 
w here the race was to take place. 
R ya n was the m an he was to backc 
L aw le r first took $2o,oco w ith him. 
T h e y made hinvbet that, then sent 
him home for more. 
H e brought 
$3 0.000 more, bet it and was sent 
back for more. 
H e brought $15,- 
000 'his time. 
T ne race 
was 
run. 
N either 
R ya n, to w hom the sucker’s man 
w as to lie dow n, or his opponent, 
could run 100 yards in 13 seconds] 
but both claimed ability 
to do bet­ 
ter than 9 4 -5,which is the w orld’s 
record lime. 
To m ake the time 
good they were clocked by a slow 
w atc h . 
R ya n broke in front and 
led for forty yards, then fell as if 
shot. 
H e feigned paralysis. 
T he 
m an L aw ler was the first one to 
lift h im up and call a carriage to 
ta k e bim to a hospital, even if he 
had 
log: 
$50,000 
w hen 
he fell 
do w n. T he m an L aw lor bet ag ainst 
h ad to go on and win then. 
L aw ler to o k a six -sho o ter to the 
sta rting po int. 
The manag ers had 
tro uble finding a pisto l to start the 
runneri by . 
T hey bo rro wed Law - 
lo f’s. 
There was no dang er then. 
A fter L aw ler g o t ro ped in and 
bum ped they set him to g et ev en 
by sending him o ut to so licit busi­ 
ness. 
The pig eo n alw ay s beco mes 
th e b .w k. 
But he g o t tired after 


a bit, and not finding the busiuess 
to his liking, turned the crow d up 
in H ot Springs, where i!,ey had es 
tablished themselves for the winter. 
It is said that during tiie past 
year the gang made over $100,000 
on such events. 
R yan 
and 
the 
“ H oney Grove K id” did not get 
much of it. 
Boatright got 8 0 per 
cent of the entire amount. 
It was 
lie who always posed as the mil- 
lionaire, and tiiey say tiiat he is not 
far from being one. 
R yan an<J t ie K id have been in 
jail at H ot Springs for some time. 
Boatright got away. 
Men who know tlie crow d say 
that its members were wonderfully 
persuasive talkers. To the “ H oney 
Grove 
K id” 
they credit excep- 
tional ability in the w ay of induc­ 
ing rich men to bet oik a fixed race 
They claim that he could induce a 
really sharp, well posted man to 
bet. 
H e is credited with spending 
$1,500 and traveling 15.000 miles 
with one man before t>e could i n­ 
duce 
him 
to 
bet 
$20 000. 
H e 
landed him eveniually. The oddest 
thing about the affair is that not 
any man in the gang could lay 
even the 
smallest pretensions to 
sprinting ability. 
In the old days, 
when such sprinting flourished, its 
followers were always men who 
could run fast enough to beat any­ 
one. 
N either R ya n, the K id or 
Boatright could run fast enough to 
keep w arm . 
V et they got money 
in 
sums 
the 
old 
tuners 
never 
dreamed of. 
R yan and the Kid are rated as 
dupes 
for all their shrewdness 
in the way of “ co nning ” strangers. 
They are good fellows and did not 
care 
w hat happened as long as 
they had spending money. 
They 
are penniless at present. Boatright 
got it all, so say the men who have 
acquaintance w ith the men, and he 
has not shown any disposition to 
stick to his friends in need. 
Boat- 
right was not arrested.
